Will Meet Hoover 


Mystery—May

WASHINGTON, DC, Jan. %0— 
President Hoover formally welcomed 
Rt. Hon, R. B, Bennett, Premier of 
Canada to the capital today, when 
the Prime Minister paid a brief call 
at the White House 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—The 


welcome of the highest officials of 
the United States was extended to- 
day to Premier R. B. Bennett of 
Canada—tfirst Canadian premier to 


visit four 
years. 

Highly informed in character, his 
brief visit was regarded by United 
States officials as an opportunity 
for a full and frank discussion of 
Canadian-Unitted States problems. 
STILL A MYSTERY 

Neither President Hoover nor Secre- 
tary of State Stimson, however, had 
prepared any preliminary data for 
their talks with Mr, Bennett since 
there were no previous indications as 
to what the premier would discuss. 

All formality was omitted in the 
preparations for the reception of the 
premicr at Union station. The Cana- 
dian legation informed the state de- 
partment several days ago that Mr 
Bennett would prefer not to have any 
military display or the 19-gun sajute 
to which he is entitled 

The list of those designated to 
welcome the Canadian chief of state 
included Canadian legation and high 
state department officers, One of 
the purposes of his visit was to in- 
spect the legation for which he ts ex- 
pected to appoint a minister soon to 
succeed Canada’s first minister to 
Washington, Hon. Vincent Massey, 
who resizned recently,

MINE BLAST 
TAKES TOLL 
OF 28 LIVES 


Twenty-five Taken From 
Shaft Alive Following 
Explosion

WHITEHAVEN, Cumberland, Eng., 
Jan. 30,--Twenty-eight coal miners 
are known to have been killed in an 
explosion which buried them in the 
deep Ha'g pit here yesterday. The 
tota] was computed by mine officials 
who issued a casualty list at that hour, 
| All the others had been located and 
were being brought out as quickly as 
possible. 

Twenty-five miners were brought 
out alive, and 12 of them are in seri- 
ous condition in a hospital, The mine 
owners said a number of men caught 
on the fringe of the explosion turn- 
ed back into the gas-filled passages 
and rescued some of the injured, But 
for them the death toll would have 
been higher. 

The cause of the accident is still 
not known. 

Eight of the dead were brought up 
soon after the blast shook the mine 
and the bodies of two others were re-

moved by rescue crews early this 
morning, 

Twelve among a number who got 
out alive went to a hospital suffering 
from gas and burns, as did also ten 
from the adjacent Wellington pit 
which was flooded by fumes, ‘Thirty 
were affected in the Wellington pit 
but 20 of them recovered after treat- 
ment.

Today's fight took place on 4@ 
ranch in the suburb of Burzaco, The 
po'lce seized a quantity of arms and 
ammunition and a number of counter- 
feit bank notes. 

Di Giovanni resisted arrest last 
night when police surrounded him in 
the street, Fifty shots were fired be- 
|fore he surrendered, and a stray bul- 
let struck the girl who wae killed

dicted a “substantial improvement” 
| within the next few months. 
| UNIONS SURVEYED 

When the employment service of 
Canada convened in Ottawa last Aug- 
ust, the survey, conducted by the de- 
partment of labor, placed the number 
of unemployed at 200,000, Senator 
Robertson recalled, At that time there 
were no definite and authentic gov- 
ernment figures available, but since 
then trade unions and labor organiza- 
tions have been surveyed in order to 
secure reasonably accurate returns.

WITH DECISION 


Liberal Leader Introduced 
Combines Act as Bill

satisfaction was expressed last night 
by Rt, Hon, Mackenzie King, leader 
of the opposition, at the decision of 
the judicial committee of the Privy 
Council declaring the Combines Inves- 
tigation Act intra vires of the Cana- 
dian parliament, 

The Act was originally introduced 
as a bill by Mr, King in 1909 and 
subsequently passed under the Laurier 
government, in which Mr, King was, 
minister of labor. During the war the 
orden government established the 
Board of Commerce which functioned 
for a time and the Combines Act was 
not resorted to, 

Later it was re-enacted by the King 
government, When the Proprietary 
Articles Trade Association took action 
against the legislation, the late gov- 
ernment decided it should be tested 
out by the highest courts and subse- 
quently it was brought to the Privy 
Council,

FIREMEN INJURED 

Of the injured, two firemen were 
grievously burned when the fourth 
floor collapsed, catapulting an entire 
hook and ladder company to the floor 
below. Two newspaper photographers 
were dangerously hurt a biock ‘from 
the fire when a flashlight powder pre- 
| maturely exploded, mangling the left 
| hand of one and possibly blinding the 
other. 

Most of the tenants, occupying 190 
apartments on the upper five floors, 
| scurried to safety via elevators, fire 
}escape and metal bridges leading to 
jadjoining buildings. The majority 
were artists and theatrical folk and 
| many were elderly. 

WATCHED HOMES BURN 

Conspicuous by their lack of clothes 
were the refugees who stood in the 
street and watched their homes go up 
| in smoke, 

It was nearly three hours before the 
fire was subdued, leaving a tangled 
mass of Charred ruins, Meanwhile, 
Broadway was in the throes of the 
greatest excitement in years. All ele- 
vated and street traffic was suspend- 
ed and subway entrances were closed,

PARLIAMENT SHOULD BE CALLED 

Not very many people, of whatever 
party attachment or political views, will 
disagree with Right Hon. Mackenzie King 
that it is time the Dominion parliament 
was called together. Parliament should, 
in fact, be now on the eve of assembling, 
if not already in session. 

When the special se ended 
fall, Premier Bennetts: parliament 
would re-assemble “shortly after the New 
Year” to complete the upwerd revision of 
the tariff then bewun. The New Year is 
long past, and still there has been no an- 
nouncement as to when the members are 
to be called together. 

If economic salvation is to be attained 
by raising the tariff it is time parliament 
got busy. The first instalment of the new 
policy has obviously not met the case. The 
“emergency” was mainly a prospect last 
summer. It is a fact now, and the fact is 
worse than the prospect then was. 

There are more people idle now in Can- 
ada than Hon. Gideon Robertson in Sep- 
tember estimated would be idle at this 
time. The price of wheat has gone down 
tragically in the interval. The business 
trend hes followed the trend of the wheat 
price. The emergency session did not 
wert the emergency, nor visibly halt its 
jJevelopment. 

The country needs leadership, direc- 
tion and inspiration. Wages and galaries 
are being slashed foolishly! An untimely 
demand for “rigid economy” is_ being 
iuried at municipal and provincial author- 
ties. The farmers are approaching an- 
other seeding time in a mental state that 
corresponds to the business condition. The 
mmediate calling of parliament would 
ielp check the dr ft toward pessimism and 
revive confidence that a way can and will 
be found out of the difficulties which are 
driving the public in that direction.

THE LEGISLATURE 


The speech from the Throne does not 
forecast a spectacular session of the pro- 
vincial legislature.- There is in it no pro- 
mise of a legisiative panacea to ease the 
economic congestion and restore normal 
conditions on the quick-order plan. There 
is not even a hint that the members are 
lo be asked to railroad into the statute 
book many—if any—of the specifics pre- 
scribed by the delegates at the recent U.. 
F. A. convention, 

It is in fact much the kind of a speech 
that would have been made at this time 
had there been a Liberal or a Conservative 
government in power. In so far as it in- 
dicates the program—and “the speech” 
never does indicate that beyond very gen- 
eral terms—the outlook is for a session 
devoted to the rather routine transaction 
of business, to a review of the administra- 
tive record of the past year, and to the 
making of provision for carrying on along 
lines that have been already laid down. 

The attention of the members is to be 
drawn to the difficult’ es created by the 
subsidence of commodity prices and the 
general slowing down of business, and to 
the arrangements made for the extension 
of relief; and they will be asked to author- 
ize an extension of the debt adjustment 
machinery, and to legislate for the con- 
solidation of tax arrears and the payment 
of these at a deferred date or dates. Legis- 
lat‘on of that kind is the alternative to 
wi spread personal and municipal bank- 
ruptcy, and only in matters of detail is 
there room for much divergence of 
opinion. 

Some legislation will be necessary to 
provide for the administration of the na- 
tural resources, and in connect'on with 
that there will have to be marked out 
lines of policy which are to be followed in 
the management of the public lands, min- 
eral resources and water powers. This 
may easily develope into one of the chief 
and most controversial issues of the ses- 
sion, 

There will be presented the report of 
a commisson that has investigated the 
Lethbridge Northern and other irrigation 
projects, while the report of the provincial 
auditor on the operations cf co-operative 
associations is to be presented, along with 
legislation to “strengthen the admi‘nistra- 
tion of this activity.” From which it may 
be gathered that things have not been go- 
ing altogether satisfactorily with some of 
these enterprises to wh'ch the credit of 
the province has been loaned. 

Informat'on is promised in regard to 
the guarantee that was given to the 
wheat pool. The members, like the pub- 
lie, will await this information with con-

forgiven in the circumstances. It is bet- 
ter to keep men at work in the construc- 
tion of badly needed roads than to leave 
them idle through fear to exceed appro- 
priations which seemed sufficient a year 
ago. 

The financing of rural schools will 
come up, in connection with the decision 
that municipal councils hereafter are to 
collect school taxes within their respec- 
tive areas, It is to be hoped that the mem- 
bers will take their courage in their hands 
when they come to deal with that ques- 
tion, and make an end once and for all of 
the absurd way in which school boards in 


. outlying settlements are now left to strug- 


gle on year after year dragging a leng- 
thening chain of unpaid bills behind them. 
The Mnister of Education should be given 
a “revolving fund’ out of which he could 
make advances to such districts, and thus 
enable them to pay their teachers’ salaries 
and other claims when these are due. The 
present arrangement, or lack of arrange- 
ment, is a continuing embarrassment to 
the school boards, an injustice to children 


and teachers, a handicap to education, and | 


a positive d’sgrace to the province. 

In preparing the estimates, it is said, 
the Ministers have “had regard to the 
probable economic lines prevailing over a 
period of years, rather than those of the 
present abnormal time.”’ Which seems to 
mean that the Government does not ex- 
nect to make ends meet this year, but has 
del berately budgeted for a deficit, count- 
ing on making up the loss in future years 
when times are better. That is sound fi- 
nance, and should have the approval of 
the house. This is no time to slash sal- 
aries, pare expenditure “to the bone,” 
leave people without work, cripple the pub- 
lic buying power, and make depression 
still more depressed.

NATIONALIZED RADIO 

Premicr Bennett says he has received many com- 
munications on this subject of nationalizing radio 
broadcasting—some in favor and some aga‘nst. One 
of the chief objecticns advanced Is that a nationally- 
owned and nationally-operated system might be used 
for the dissemination of political propaganda. As 
to this objection, however, it shou'd be noted that the 
report of the Royal Commission—which the govern- 
ment would take as its guide in the drafting of legis- 
lation —- recommends the ‘appointment of a board 
simar to that which is rosponsible for the adminis- 
tration of the Canadian National Railways, on which 
each province in the Dominion would be represented. 
And since the governments of the various provinces 
are not all of the same political stripe it is hard to 
see how 4 national broadcasting system could be 
abused by politicians, Nor is it any compliment to 
the government of Canada to suggest that this country 
is not able to manage a business of this kind. No 
such charge ever has been established against the 
Canadian National administration 

Tt will be remembered, too, that the Royal Com- 
mission toured Canada from coast to coast, visiled 
many points in the United States, and pretty well 
combed Burope in its quest for information and ideas. 
As a result of this exhaustive survey, the government 
at Ottawa has in its possession sufficient material 
upon which to base the proposal it intends to present 
to Parliament, for all the best features of the various 
systems have been recommended for incorporation in 
@ national system for Canada — Victoria Times.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Falling Hair 

Question: M. E. B, acks: “Is it true that falling 
hair is caused by certain foods which we eat?” 

Answer: There is no certain food which causes 
the hair to fall out, but certain bad food combina- 
tions may produce an acidosis or lowered alkalinity 
of the system where the food elements from which 
the hair grows are destroyed. The one with falling 
hair should use the proper food combinations, and 
include in the diet plenty of those foods containing 
the hair-building minerals, such as asparagus, let- 
tuce, bran, dandelion, parsnips, fruit skins and beets. 


Browned Flour 
Question: Mrs, L. G. asks: “Will you kindly 
tell me what you mean by ‘browned’ flour?” 
Answer—Put the amount of flour desired in a dry 
pan, place over the fire and stir vigorously with a 
fork until it is browned thoroughly, from the brown- 
ing effect of the hot pan, 


Antrum Trouble 

Question: Mrs. W. L. McC. asks: “Is buttermilk 
mucus-forming, and is it harmful to one suffering 
with antrum trouble?” 

Answer: Keal butermilk, with the fat removed, 
and the milk sugar turned into lactic acid, cannot be 
considered a mucus-ferming food. It is however, 
better for the one with antrum trouble to live on a 
diet of non-starchy vegetables with such proteins as 
meat, fish and eggs.

During a quarter of an hour of the Battle of 


Waterloo it is said that the Duke of Wellington did 
not have a single person nesr him that he might 
employ as messenger, All his aid*s-de-camp had 
been despatched to various points, At this juncture 
a crisis arose.

Speaking recenily to an open 
“forum” with an audience of nearly 
1,600, I had opportunity to gauge 
the popular lines of interest. The 
ushers collected seventy-five ques- 
tions suggested by a talk on “Nerves 
and Behavior.” From these I gather 
that the leading interest is in the 
correction of nervous habits inter- 
fering with a well-adjusted normal 
life. With some it is poor sleep, with 
othe® sensitiveness to fatigue, or 
fears, or irritability, or worry, or 
overconcern with sex or its repres- 
sion; how can these be managed? 
Some wish to know why they 
tremble in sleep, why they perspire 
exerssively, why their appetite fails 
after the first bite, whether you can 
completely recover from a nervous 
breakdown, how harmful is tea or 
coffee, what effec: has celibacy. 
‘This is all the inevitable preoccupa- 
tion with the beloved ego and its 
troubles 

Here is an assemblage of normal 
people interested enough to attend a 
Sunday evening lecture, concerned 
with their own imperfec fons or with 
those of their children; for in the 
same group are questions coneern- 
ing nail-biting and refusal of food 
and tantrums and fidgets. A few 
relate to scrious mental troubles and 
their prospect. 

Hes all the world become a clinic?

Hardly that; but certainly in becom- 
ing psychology-minded (in the sense 
that we have become air-minded 
also) we are prompted by the nerv- 
ous difficult‘es of a stressful, rest- 
less age.

The danger is that 
of a litlde knowledge; the safeguard 
is more knowledge; of a sounder 
type. Salvation by psychology will 
never come by easy solutions.

The times call for careful and 
creative thought, upon the part of 
political leadership, in the framing 


of policy for the restoration of 
economic security and the readjust~ 
ment of political procedure to fit 
the changed world that has arisen 
around us seemingly over-night. 

Political leadership in lands dedi- 
cated to popular government must 
face its task of policy-making at a 
time when, throughout the world, 
representative government, in gen- 
eral, and l'beral democracy, in par- | 
ticular, is caught in a_ withering 
crosr fire of criticism, 

Men now living can remember 
when the passion for democracy 
amounted almost to a religion. 

And evangelical fervor warmed 
and illuminated the appeals of the | 
prophets of democracy. 

But this passion has lately cooled 
in the breasts of many. 

There are those who contend that 
this cooling is either a perverse 
backsliding of erstwhile liberals, on 
the one hand, or the sinister plot 
of selfish interests to break down 
the barriers that democracy has 
thrown around the rank and file 
of citizens to protect them from un- 
warranted invasions of their rights 
and of their opportunities. 

I wonder whether this tells the 
whole story! 

It may be the part of wisdom for 
us to ask whether this epidemic 
distrust of democracy that marks 
our time may not be, in important 
measure, due to the all-too-often 
blind and ill-considered way in 
which we have managed representa- 
tive government, al-ke in its law- 
making and in its law-administer- 
ing phases, 

But whatever may be the root 
cause, there is no doubt that, in 
increasing measure, two tendencies 
are apparent. They are: 

(1) A growing belief in the power | 
of dictatorship by the classes. } 

(2) A growing belief in the 
power of direct action by the masses 

And both these beliefs are based 
on the passion for short cuts. 

But there are no short-cuts! 

Italy and Russia alike will learn 
this, as democracy has learned it.

RADIO SCORED 
BY PUBLISHER 


Says Blatant Burbs on Air 
Are Disgusting to 
Listeners 


Pulletin News Special 

LAKE PLACID, N. Y., Jan. 30 — 
‘The increasing use of radio as an ad- 
vertising medium was denounced by 

Roberts, publisher of the St. 
Louls Star, in an address before the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ As- 
sociation. 

Radio listeners, he said, are ‘“dis- 
gusted with the blatant advertising 
blurbs that fill the atmosphere.” 

“The public does not like radio ad- 
vertising,” he said. ‘They like the 
excellent programs that come with 
radio advertising, but they want these 
Programs undiluted with commercial 
messages that are rammed down their 
throats with monotonous regularity. 

“If radio advertising continues to 
grow in quantity and annoyance it is 
not unreasonable to suppose that a 
demand may be created to seek com- 
mercialization of the radio in the 
United States and put it on the 
basis of broadcasting in England, 
where there is a tax of about $2 each 
on radio receivers which supplies a 
sufficient fund to provide ample en- 
tertainment of a high standard, in- 
cluding grand opera.” 

Roberts suggested that the press 
associations stop furnishing news to 
broadcasting stations free of charge, 
“news which newspapers pay them to 
collect and which is usually broad- 
cast before newspapers can print it.” 

The United States, he said, is the 
only country that permits the radio to 
be used as “the billboard of the air.” 

The convenion adopted a resolution 
declaring that in the interest of the 
public the executive committee of the 
association and the radio committee 
of the American Publishers’ Associa- 
tion should co-operate in striving to 
see that establishment and mainten- 
ance of advertisements in broadcast- 
ing are properly standardized.

Liberal House Leader Pays 
Tribute to Coronation 
Meraber 


Members of the legislature on 
Thursday afternoon during the cere- 
monies in connection with the open- 
ing of the session paid a warm and 
unusual compliment to Mr, Speaker 
George N. Johnston. 

As is customary at the opening sess- 
fon of a new legislature, it became 
necessary to elect a Speaker. Mr, 
Johnston had been Speaker at disso- 
Jution of the sixth legislature on 
April 3 last. 

When on Thursday Clerk of the 
Legislative Assembly Robert A. Andi- 
son called for nominations for Speaker 
only one name was submitted—that of 
Mr, Johnston, who was then declared 
elected by acclamation, 

SPEAKER LAUDED 

He left his bench among govern- 
ment members and soon re-appeared 
headed by Sergeant-at-Arms Joseph 
William Davenall Turner in full re- 
galia, garbed in the clothes of the 
Speaker and took his place upon the 
‘Throne, whereupon George H, Web- 
ster, Liberal, Calgary and house lead- 
er of his party rose and expressed his 
own and his party’s pleasure at the 
re-election of Mr. Johnston. 

Mr, Johnston, he said, had brought 
to the Speaker’s Throne an infinite 
capacity for taking pains and a clear 
unclouded vision of the conduct of 
legislative matters. The Liberal party 
had always felt that he had conducted 
the fébates in the house in a fair 
ap (mpartial manner and felt that 
thi, policy would be continued under 
his hew tenure of office. He and his 
followers joined sincerely in wishing 
him well during the sessions of the 
seventh legislature. 

Similar expressions were voiced by 
D. M. Duggan. leader of the provincial 
Conservative party; Fred J. White, 
Labor leader and M. Moyer on behalf 
of the Independents. 

George Norman Johnston, was born 
Bept, 13, 1884 at Wingham, Ont., the 
son of William M. Johnston and Ellen 
Green, his wife, both Irish, He was 
educated at the Wingham public 
schools and the London Collegiate In- 
stitute. On June 20, 1913 he was mar- 
ried to Miss Ada ©. McDougall, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Peter Me- 
Dougall of Maxville, Ont. He taught 
school for a time in both Ontario and 
Saskatchewan before engaging in 
farming near Loyalist. 

Afier becoming identified with the 
United Farmers of Alberta movement, 
he contested the Coronation riding on 
behalf of that party in the general 
election of 1921 and was elected. He 
‘Was re-elected at the general elections 
of 1926 and 1930. He was first ap- 
pointed Speaker at the first session of 
the sixth legislature after Hon. O. L. 
McPherson had resigned to accept the 
portfolio of minister of public works.

NEWSPAPERMAN 
OF MANY YEARS 
DIES THURSDAY 


W. Park Evans Passes at 
Calgary—With Bulletin 
in 1893

GLEICHEN, Alta., Jan, 30—Quietly 
on Thursday afternoon following a 
short battle with pneumonia, W. Park 
Evans, editor of the Gleichen Call and 
outstanding figure in the pioneer life 
of Western Canada and its publicity 
element, passed away in the Holy 
Cross hospital, Calgary. 

Born on the 27th of June, 1869, in 
Durham, Ontario and after graduat- 
ing from college Mr, Evans entered 
the newspaper business in the Chesley 
Enterprise. In 1882, Park Evans joined 
the staff of the Courier at Moosomin. 
Sask., and in January 1893 he went to 
work with Hon. Frank Oliver on the 
Edmonton Bu'letin which at that time 
was printed with a hand press, where 
he iater installed the first steam press 
in that city. 

He later took up the Times in Ed- 
monton, then printed a paper in 
Kaslo, B.C., also the New Denver, B.C 
Rotarian, and then the Windermere 
Outcrop for a period of seven years 
In 1907 he founded the Gleichen Call 
and in 1908 established the Strath- 
more and Bow Valley Standard and 
the Langdon Advance which papers 
made him a figure extremely well 
known and appreciated in the west 
in vioneering days. 

Deceased was also a member of the 
Gleichen lodge of the Knights ot 
Pythias and the executive of the 
Cleichen Canadian Club. In 1927 he 
published an editorial on July 1, Can- 
ada’s birthday, which was later re- 
printed in every weekly in Canada as 
the best editorial for the occasion. He 
was a member of the Alberta News- 
paper Association and the Canadian 
Weekly Newspaper association. 

He was married to Miss Georgina 
Silverthorne and had _ two sons, 
Clarence, who predeceased him in 
1912, and George, who was his partner 
in business. He also had three grand- 
children, Eliott, Campbell and Al- 
lison, as well as innumerable friends 
in the entire countryside.

Totalled 529,053 


Tons 


Leading every other province tn 
Canada, Alberta in the month of 
December produced 629,053 tons of 
coal, Nova Scotia was Alberta's near- 
est competitor, according to word 
from Ottawa, her total for the period 
being 459,628 tons. 

The total output of coal from the 
whole Dominion during December last 
was 1,274,857 tons, a decline of three 
per cent from the November total of 
1,315,410 tons and of 24 per cent from 
the five year average output for 
December of 1,674,025 tons, 

Bituminous coal produced amounted 
to 877,186 tons, sub-bituminous coal, 
54,961 tons and lignite coal 342,710 
tons, Output by Provinces was: 

Alberta 520,053 tons; Nova Scotia, 
459,628 tons; British Columbia 186,406 
tons; Saskatchewan, 80,185, and New 
Brunswick, 19,585 tons.

“I esteem it a great honor and priv- 
ilege to be able to second the motion 
today,” he said, “not only because it 
is an honor to me as a member, but

Mr. Goresky expanded on this 
theme 

“As settlers from Europe I do not 
think I am boasting when I say we 
have made tremendous strides. If we 
look into the professions, among the | 
successful farmers and business men, | 
we find people of all creeds and races. 
That the Central European is not be- 
hind others is evident from the con-| 
test of the Canadian National Rail-| 
ways which awarded the prize to a) 
municipality settled in the majority | 
by Ukrainians.” 

He made a plea for the education 
of the New Canadian in a purely edu- 
cative way without thought of creed 
or politics. 

ADULT EDUCATION 

He stressed the necessity for more 
education for all and for adults in 
particular, 

Congratulations were offered the 
government op the prompt way in 
which it took up the Dominion offer 
of help in dealing with the unem- 
ployment situation. He felt the gov- 
ernment couyi do much toward bring- 
ing about a measure of relief in times 
of depression which would serve to 
carry over conditions until the up- 
ward trend began again. 

Immediate increase of credit facil- 
ities was advocated and he sought the 
institution of means by which money 
could be borrowed, thus throwing 
more currency into circulation, He 
thought there was undue caution be-| 
ing exercised over expenditures at 
present+-a condition which tended to 
aggravate rather than aid the siiua- 
tion. He thought closer co-operation 
between the Dominion and provincial 
governments, with a strengthening of 
the financial foundation of the Can- 
adian Farm Loan Board would be a 


good thing.
